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SOME schools there are 
art supplies, so-called. others the 
art materials are plentiful and 
include such things leather, silver, 
semi-precious stones and fine fa- 
brics. 

have art lessons though none 
the usual art supplies are available. 
There usually blackboard and 
box chalk. Lacking these, the 
school may have wrapping paper 
and lead pencils. The wrapping 
paper with chalk more desirable 
than use lead pencils.

Many stained glass windows 
have been made out paper 
children and adults all ages. 
our school have experienced al- 
ways trying (1) make them 
quickly and (2) make them stay 
the glass windows without falling 
down. 

make them quickly avoided 
using razor blade cut them since 
this technique 
and too hard for elementary chil- 
dren. therefore folded black 
construction paper the center 
vertically and cut window design 
the fold with ordinary school 
scissors. avoided angels and 
intricate designs too difficult 
cut the fold. cut abstract 
designs. Many children chose cut 
crosses and stars for these were eas) 
and seem keeping with religious 
windows. 

Each window was cut, pasted and 
painted sixty, seventy eighty 
minutes.

paper all over the back. the onion 
skin paper overlapped, didn’t 
matter. The pasting went quickly. 
Then turned the paper window 
cutting over and painted the white 
thin onion skin parts with colored 
inks. The results were gorgeous 
the most brilliant real stained 
glass windows. Some children added 
second coat ink the following 
day. These windows showed deep 
rich hues, reds and violets. 

The second part our experi- 
mentation was make the window 
designs stay the glass hall win- 
dows. 


One year used many kinds 


paste only have the sub-zero 
weather and the heat inside the 
building make them fall off the 
windows. The size each window 
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design was smaller than the glass 
the window. 

Then used rubber cement, 
plenty it. This was expensive and 
the older high school and college 
students found entertaining pull 
them off the windows sections 
that they longer looked neat. 
The rubber cement was expensive 
when put sixty seventy 
designs. 

The next year tried what 
show these illustrations. used 
black construction paper size 24x36 
inches and cut each piece fit the 
window. inserted pins along the 
edge the paper along. the mass 
panel. paste rubber cement 
was needed.

Each child had his window good 
condition take home after the 
hall exhibit.

The entire 
space lighted with the ordinary 
daylight room with weak 
electric bulbs, until the final part 
the performance, when strong 
electric bulb, which throws bright 
the whole scene 

(Easter Rabbit hops from the 
left. carries basket with 
jelly beans, and hops from place 


place diligently hiding these 
under the bushes. While hard 
work, Garden Fairy comes in, 
and stands watching Easter Rabbit.

When the teacher 
blows her whistle, the chickens run from their house 
the hawk’s nest; while he, arms extended and moving 
and down flying, tries tag them before they 
can touch his tree. tags them they become hawks.

THE STORY PEARL RING 

Primitive man was doubt the first discover 
tiny pearls shells oysters living both the 
sea and fresh water. early the year 2000 
B.C., the Chinese discovered that these valuable 
stones could found mussel shells taken from 
shallow rivers. The Chinese were very supersti- 
tious they thought them angels’ tears. 
They really believed that the oyster fed the 
dew from heaven and that the dew was changed 
into pearls. 

the 6th and 7th century, pearls had been 
located along the coasts India, Persia and 
Ceylon, which are, doubt, the favorite homes 
for the pearl oyster. The pearl oyster likes best 
choose its home strong currents between 
islands where can lie the hard bottom the 
ocean. 

Some our most valuable pearls are now 
found mussels the rivers Scotland, Tre- 
land, Germany, Russia, China, Japan and the 
United States. Others are found off the coast 
Australia, Ceylon and the Phillippine Islands. 

course, you know that all oysters not 
contain pearls. The oyster which eat, either 
raw stew, have pearls. The value 
usually found the same places where are 
likely find sponge and coral, and can only 
reached sea divers. 

Some our most precious pearls are worth 
thousands dollars. The more gloss and lustre 
pearl has the more valuable is. The luster 
the pearl depends upon the number 
coverings hard material which the oyster has 
built about some tiny grain sand which has 
gotten inside his shell. The layers oyster 
remind the layers onion. The thinner 
and the more numerous the layers, the more 
valuable likely the pearl hidden safely 
inside. Some pearls are said have many 
eighty ninety layers. 

The finest pearls are pure cream white, deli- 
pink, black color, and round shape. 
The most valuable all the black pearl found 
the Gulf Mexico and off the coast Cali- 
fornia. 

uncle can tell thrilling experiences diving 
for pearls. the far away places like Ceylon, 
the divers, almost naked, and wearing nose clips, 
are lowered sixty seventy feet below the surface. 
Their feet are placed sort stirrup made 


rope which heavy stone fastened. 


But now, most up-to-date parts the world, 
the diver has regular diving outfit, consisting 
constantly with fresh air. Because these 
modern outfits, today, they are able stay 
under water for several hours. course, they are 
always hoping that they may locate shell con- 
taining several pearls, perhaps fifteen twenty 
them. 

Many, many the shells that they gather from 
the ocean’s bottom contain pearls. diver 
may gather many two hundred shells day 
without single pearl. 

But occasionally, that exciting day all days 
comes, when the diver may find upon opening his 
shells that has found pearl weighing three 
hundred grams, has lustrous cluster 
baby seed pearls. feels then that all his 
days scouring the sea bottom has been most 
worthwhile. uncle knows one man that 
found pearl two inches long and about four 
inches around and weighing 1800 grams. That 
pearl must have been worth great deal money. 

course, many the pearls that see 
buttons for dresses strings beads are arti- 
ficial imitations. The best these are now 
made France. They are really only hollow glass 
beads made from shining scales fish and filled 
with wax. Some these are beautiful color 
and luster that difficult tell them from 
the real pearls.

Then winter can eat the 
bark off them. 

Honeybees store honey their 
comb, live when there are 


flowers. 
The black bear stores food. 
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just gets fat can, and 
sleeps the winter away. And while 
hibernates, his heart beat slows, his 
breathing almost stops, and 
needs very little food. What 
must have, gets from the fat 
stored under his skin. 

The skunk and the raccoon, the 
woodchuck and few other animals 
also hibernate. All fall they eat and 
they eat till they get fat they 
can. Then during their winter sleep, 
they live their own fat. 

The Gila monster does much the 
same thing. lizard about 
foot long, ugly fellow with bite 
that poison. lives the desert, 
and his skin looks were made 
beadwork. eats till his tail 
nearly wide his Then 
lives the fat stored his tail. 
Just the camel lives his stored 
fat. 

The birds that stay with all 
winter can eat the insect eggs and 
larvae they find the bark the 
trees, they can eat dried berries. 
Their feathers grow thick, and they, 
too, get fat that easier

The earthworm crawls deep into 
hole the ground and sleeps till 
the snow thaws above him. 


The porcupine doesn’t mind win- 
ter, though. eats bark, and 


can always find some tree gnaw. 

wildcat and the wolf grow 
thick fur winter, and catch what 
food they Sometimes they can 
find nothing but porcupines eat,

though. And these have 
handled with care. 

The deer and the moose live off 
the leaves they can reach, and keep 
warm night crowding close 
together 

Alaska, the muskoxen have 
thick hair that hangs down around 
their legs keep them from freez- 
ing. The Canada lynx won- 
derful thick fur, too. The buffalo 
have woolly coats, thickest front. 
Then they face into the winter 
storms, instead turning their 
backs them. 

Mountain goats have such thick 
hair that keeps them warm even 
winter snows. There fine 
under fleece keep layer 
warm air next their bodies; then 
long hairs coarse enough shed the 
rain. 

Mountain sheep have some the 
warmest coats all. Living high 
the mountains they do, they must 
able live through blizzards.
